PREFACE 


Many  times  at  reunions  a  desire  was  expressed  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Fcrney  family  for  a  printed  book  showing  the 
family  tree  and  history.  A  committee  was  first  appointed  at 
•the  annual  reunion  in  1937,  whose  duty  was  the  compilat'on 
of  a  family  history  and  genealogy.  Mrs.  Joseph  Orendcrff, 
Mildred  M.  Forney,  and  Mrs.  Aaron  Forney  were  th~  three 
named.  Special  acknowledgment  is  due  Mrs.  Orendorff,  who 
spent  three  years,  1937  through  1939,  collecting  facts  for  a 
record. 

Historians  appointed  at  the  reunion  in  1946,  were  Mrs. 
C.  E.  Anderson,  Mrs.  Orendorff,  Mrs.  George  Rcrk  and  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Roszhart.  They  were  asked  to  gather  information 
necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  Forney  family  record  book. 
The  thirtieth  reunion  held  in  1947  would  have  been  an  oppor¬ 
tune  time  for  the  distribution  of  a  printed  record.  However, 
it  was  inadvisable  to  print  it  then,  therefore,  the  group  attend¬ 
ing  in  1947  made  up  a  collection  to  be  used  in  init’ating  plans 
for  printing  the  record  that  it  might  be  ready  at  reunion  time 
in  1948.

The  information  contained  in  the  biographical  sketch  of 
John  Fern ey,  Sr.,  has  been  confirmed  in  records  of  Tazewell 
and  Livingston  counties,  and  substantiated  through  newspaper 
clippings,  and  the  family  Bible  of  John  Forney,  Sr. 

!  Peter  Lichty,  living  in  Ontario,  Canada,  is  a  son  of  the 
sister  of  John  Forney,  Sr.,  who  resided  in  Ontario. 

When  verifying  the  name  Krob  and  the  date  of  marriage 
of  John  Forney  and  Elizabeth  Krob  in  records  at  the  Tazewell 
county  courthouse  we  found  deeds  of  the  settlement  of  the 
estate  of  Andrew  Krob,  Sr.  He  owned  179  acres,  located  in 
sections  9,  20,  and  16  of  Elm  Grove  Township,  which  he  had 
bought  in  1851. 

The  Forney  heme  in  Tazewell  county  was  located  in  sec¬ 
tion  7  of  Elm  Grove  Township. 

The  date  of  birth  of  John  Forney,  Sr.,  is  given  as  July  23, 
1)324,  on  the  headstone  and  Elizabeth  Krob  is  given  as  Louisa

Vital  Statistics  as  of  June  1,  1948,  for  the  Forney  reunion 

are: 


Direct  descendants  of  John  Forney,  Sr.,  number 
240  in  all,  206  of  whom  are  living. 

The  206  direct  descendants  include  33  in  the  third 
generation,  98  in  the  fourth  generation,  74  in  the  fifth 
generation,  and  1  in  the  sixth  generation. 

There  are  307  members  belonging  to  the  present 
Forney  reunion.  Geographically  members  of  the  re¬ 
union  are  located  with  240  in  Illinois  (146  within 
Livingston  county  and  45  in  McLean  county) ;  23  in 
Ohio;  16  in  California;  10  in  Texas;  5  in  Iowa;  4  in 
Indiana;  4  in  Nebraska;  3  in  Michigan;  and  2  in  Colo¬ 
rado. 

There  were  3  members  who  served  in  World  War 
I  and  35  who  served  in  World  War  II:  9  in  the  Air 
Force;  14  in  the  Army;  4  in  the  Navy;  1  in  the  Nurse 
Corps ;  and  7  in  the  Civilian  Public  Service.

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BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH  OF  JOHN  FORNEY,  SR. 


John  Forney  was  born  in  France  in  1824.  It  may  have  been 
on  July  10,  of  that  year.  His  parents  lived  in  the  section  known 
as  Alsace-Lorraine.  His  sister  and  he  were  young  when  they 
crossed  the  Atlantic  to  Canada  with  a  family  whose  name  was 
Zehr.  After  their  arrival  they  made  their  home  with  the  Zehrs 
for  a  time.  Later  his  sister  married  a  man  whose  surname 
was  Lichty  and  they  lived  in  Ontario,  Canada.  When  he  was 
in  his  twenties  he  came  from  Canada  to  Ohio,  thence  to  Taze¬ 
well  county.  Ill.  For  several  years  he  worked  as  a  farm  hand 
for  Andrew  Ropp,  who  lived  near  Fekin,  Ill.  Andrew  Ropp 
was  a  bishop  of  the  Amish  Mennonite  Church.  John  and 
Elizabeth  Krob  Forney  were  members  cf  the  Amish  Mennon- 
itc  Church. 

John  Forney  and  Elizabeth  Krcb  were  married  on  Apr.  17, 
1855.  The  record  at  the  courthouse  in  Pekin  shows  that  the 
license  was  inquired  for  on  Apr.  l<th,  they  were  married  on 
Apr.  17th  with  the  ceremony  performed  by  Rev.  Andrew  Ropp 
and  the  license  was  returned  tc  the  office  for  recording  on  Apr. 
18th.  Elizabeth  Krob  is  given  as  Elizabeth  Grubb  cn  this 
record. 

Elizabeth  Krob  was  born  on  Mar.  14,  1832,  a  daughter  of 
Andrew,  Sr.,  and  Mary  Krob.  The  Krobs  lived  on  a  farm  near 
Pekin.  Through  records  cf  Tazewell  county  we  ascertained 
that  the  Krobs  had  four  children :  Andrew,  Jr.,  Joseph,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  and  Veronica.  Veronica  married  Christian  Summers  and 
they  lived  within  a  few  miles  of  the  Forney  homestead  in 
Livingston  county.  Veronica  died  on  Jan.  5,  1869,  aged  31 
years,  7  months  and  19  days,  and  is  buried  in  Fike  cemetery. 

The  first  home  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Forney  was  on  a 
farm  near  Pekin  which  he  purchased  on  Feb.  24,  1854  from  R. 
Rosketer  for  $1,400.  They  lived  here  for  ten  years.  During 
this  time  five  of  their  nine  children  were  bom :  Lena,  Joseph, 
Mary,  Elizabeth,  and  Aaron.  The  railroad  which  crosses  at 
the  far  north  end  of  this  farm  was  built  in  about  1857.  It  is 
thought  possible  that  the  brick  part  of  the  residence  standing 
on  the  southwest  corner  of  this  farm  was  a  part  of  the  original 
home.  State  Highway  No.  9  crossed  this  tract  and  the  resi¬ 
dence  is  south  of  the  highway. 

A  half  section  of  land  in  Pike  township,  Livingston 
county,  was  purchased  by  John  Forney  on  Dec.  19,  1864  for 
$5,000  from  James  A.  Best  of  Ghent,  Columbia  county,  N.  Y. 
He  sold  the  120-acre  farm  near  Pekin  on  Dec.  26,  1864  for 
$5,400  tc  John  Sommers.  Early  in  the  year  1865  the  couple 
with  their  five  children  moved  from  Tazewell  county  to  Liv- 
ingston  county,  two  and  one-half  miles  south  of  Graymont. 
This  demanded  fortitude  as  they  left  an  established  heme  to
